backhoe spent last week filling the base 
of Burgess Bros.’ new grain bin. The 
bin will mirror its immediate neighbor, 
holding 600,000 bushels. 

New grain

There is another grain bin going 
up at Burgess Bro’s Grain Co. on the 
south side of Clinton. The bin was 
made by GSI and will hold 600,000 
bushels (the same size as the one it 
is next to). 

Owner Orville Burgess hopes the 
structure will be complete by late 
October, and that it will be able to 
hold this year’s grain. 

This will be the second 600,000 
bushel grain bin Burgess has 
constructed this year, after the 
collapse of a bin in January left heaps 
of com along Highway 51, taking 
up to four weeks to clean up before 
reconstruction could begin. 

The new expansion will allow the 
grain company to store more grain 
locally through the year. 


Senior Center receives 
$10,000 donation

The Hickman County Senior 
Citizens’ Center is in better shape 
financially after a good week that 
included a $10,000 check from an out- 
of-state donor. 

“We’ve had a good week,” said 
Phillip McClure, chairman of the 
board of directors for the Center. 
McClure said that the Center raised 
around $650 from their monthly Potato 
Dinner, and had raised around $1,000 
from the four-person golf scramble on 
Saturday. 

The big donation came from Juanita 
Kimbell Larson, of Silver Spring, Md., 
who said that she had read “by way 
of The Gazette” that the funds were 
getting low again. 

In 2002, Larson visited the Hickman 
County Senior Citizens’ Center with 
her husband. During the visit, Larson 
presented a donation of $20,000 to 
the Center. After the first visit, Larson 
returned two more times bearing gifts. 
Including the most recent donation, 


Larson enclosed the check with 
a handwritten letter to McClure in 
which she stated, “We no longer can 
make our annual trip to Clinton, but I 
hope the enclosed check will allow a 
bit of breathing room.” 

The $10,000 check, which came 
in the mail Monday, will help offset 
the Center’s deficit that was caused 
by recent cuts to its funding, but that 
doesn’t mean the Center can abandon 
their frugality. 

“We’ve still got to watch our 
expenses,” McClure said. The Center 
will continue its fundraising efforts 
and still needs the support of the 
community. Increasing community 
involvement in the Center’s fundraising 
activities are greatly appreciated. 

The Center will take the next step 
Thursday in the process of hiring a 
new director, and interviews will be 
conducted with six applicants.

Hickman County High School 
among highest ranked in region 


The second year of the statewide 
accountability model, “Unbridled 
Learning/ College and Career 
Readiness for All” were released 
Friday, September 27, and recognized 
Hickman County High School as a 
School of Distinction ranking in the 
97th percentile of high schools in 
Kentucky. 

The school is classified as 
Distinguished/Progressing. High 
Schools in Kentucky are evaluated 
based on 20 percent splits of 
Achievement, Gap, Growth, College 
and Career Readiness and Graduation 
Rates. The focus at HCHS has been 
on preparing students to be successful 
beyond high school. 

The Falcon Academy, which is a 
dual credit program allowing students 
to earn college hours while still in 
high school, has set a tone of high 
academic standards. Students are 
also encouraged and supported as 


they pursue other College and Career 
Readiness programs. 

The College and Career Readiness 
scores at Hickman County High 
School increased from 91.8 to 98.7 
which represents one of the highest 
College and Career Readiness scores 
in the state of Kentucky and is well 
above the state average score of 60.7. 

“Community involvement through 
our Falcon Academy and the excellent 
work of the high school staff are 
making the difference in preparing 
our students for their post-secondary 
careers,” explained Hickman County 
School Superintendent, Mr. Kenny 
Wilson. Teachers focus on meeting the 
needs of each and every student in the 
high school. 

Hickman County High School was 
also above the state average in the gap 
component in reading, math, social

Also, in the area of achievement, 
Hickman County Elementary scored above 
the state average in writing (combined 5th and 
6th grades). The focus at HCES is to increase 
student engagement in educational activities. 
Teachers are focused on aligning instruction to 
the Common Core Standards. Additional math 
resources have been purchased and are being 
used every day to help students achieve success 
in math. 

Hickman County Schools has established a 
culture of high expectations for our students 
and our staff.

Your Community, Your

As newspaper executives 
struggle over whether the news 
should be digital first, tablet 
first, SMS first or print first, 
readers know exactly what they 
want their local newspaper to 
be — community first. 

Reading a newspaper is 
not like reading a novel, a 
magazine, a history book, 
poetry, prose or any other type 
of literature. 

Newspapers are not about 
what has happened in the past, 
what is happening some place 
else, or what happens in an 
author’s imagination. 

Newspapers are about us. 

Newspapers are about our 
child’s first school field trip, 
a Friday night high school 
football game, a livestock 
show hosted by the agriculture 
extension office or an increase 
in our property tax rate. At 
least those are the things that a 
relevant newspaper is all about 
whether your read it online or 
sit down with a morning cup of 
coffee and enjoy the traditional 
printed edition the way it was 
meant to be. 

Newspapers — viable, 
strong, growing, thriving 
newspapers — are all about the 
communities they serve. 

Sure, in the interest of 
transparency, some newspapers 
have struggled in recent years. 

Many more are growing. 

So what’s the difference 
between the newspapers on a 
downward spiral and those that 
are adding days of publication, 
adding staff and printing more 
sections and pages than ever 
before? 

Really it is not all that 
complicated. 

In fact, it is rather basic. 

The difference is community. 

Newspapers, like any 
business or individual, will 
always struggle when they stop 
doing the things they do well. 

In a quest to be more modern, 
to be more business savvy, or 
to use more silicon, we cannot 
lose sight of the single most 
important characteristic and 
historically important aspect of 
a quality newspaper — you — 
our readers. 

We hold public officials 


accountable, advocate for 
openness in government 
and champion the cause of 
ordinary citizens, because 
we are committed to the 
neighborhoods, cities, county 
and coverage area we serve. 

Watered down editorial 
pages, articles that read like 
a public relations campaign 
for government and page after 
page of wire service content 
will never resonate in the same 
way as celebrating our own 
community and standing up for 
its citizens. 

Newspapers hold public 
officials accountable because it 
makes the place we call home a 
better place to live and because 
it is the right thing to do. 

Newspapers do not make the 
news. 

They report it — all of it. 

Of course, a newspaper wants 
to celebrate its community. 

We share the great human 
interest stories, provide a slice 
of life in the county, highlight 
worthwhile causes, focus on 
interesting 
people 
and most 

especially on 
our young 

people with 
every edition. 

With 
intelligent, 
thoughtful, 
compelling commentary, 

coupled with clearly written, 
straightforward news reporting 
we work every day to tell the 
truth and in that way we remain 
a vital and positive part of the 
community. 

The newspaper belongs to 
the community. 

That is why we work every 
day to give citizens a voice, to 
empower them and tell their 
stories. 

That is why we hold 
government accountable 

because at our very core 
we believe that government 
belongs to the governed and 
not to the governing. 

That is why we embrace the 
newspaper’s role as the Fourth 
Estate. 

According to historian 
Thomas Carlyle, Irish statesman 
and author Edmund Burke 
(1729-1797) said, “there were 


three Estates in Parliament, but 
in the Reporters Gallery yonder, 
there sat a Fourth Estate more 
important far than they all,” 
(Heroes and Hero Worship in 
History, 1841). 

Though in many places 
reporters have reduced 
themselves to simply being 
a mouthpiece for local 
government, reporting what 
officials want them to report 
and hiding what they don’t, a 
community and a democracy is 
best served when the newspaper 
provides a forum for checks and 
balances as the Fourth Estate of 
government. 

Great newspapers, relevant 
newspapers that are embraced 
by their communities and 
consequently profitable, 

growing newspapers have not 
forgotten that role and have not 
abandoned these values. 

We are not the enemy of 
government — rather we are 
the champions of citizens — of 
our community. 

We know if newspapers do 
not stand up for citizens and 
protect the rights of free speech 
and the rights of access to 
government, then no one will. 

We work each day to build 
a culture and incubate an 
environment where those 
elected feel accountable to 
those who elected them. 

Newspapers should be the 
most powerful advocate citizens 
have and be their open forum 
for a redress of grievances. 

Any newspaper that 
represents the interests of 
the governing, more than the 
interests of the governed, is not 
worth the paper it is printed on 
or the ink that fills its pages. 

Newspapers, the good ones, 
still make a difference in the 
communities they serve. 

Burke also said, “All that 
is necessary for the triumph 
of evil is that good men do 
nothing.” 

As newspaper reporters, 
editors and staff, we have the 
daily, or weekly, opportunity 
to do something — something 
that matters to our community 
and in all of our lives. 

As long as people still read, 
still care about their quality of 
life, still love the place they 
call home and still pay taxes, 
newspapers that retain their role 
as the Fourth Estate and that 
celebrate the lives of ordinary 
people, will remain relevant, 
will matter to the community 
and be a part of your every day 
life.

In some cases, the award 
may be used at out-of-state schools if the major the student 
is pursuing is not available in Kentucky. No application is 
necessary for KEES awards, and students may access their 
KEES account information on www.kheaa.com by setting up 
a My KHEAA account.

The Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture’s Mobile Science 
Activity Center visited the 
Hickman County Elementary 
School last week.

Inside, the 44-foot long 
trailer contains 11 iPads, a 
70-inch LED monitor, several 
workstations, and all of the 
materials needed to conduct 
scientific experiments and 
investigations. Activities 

that the KDA offer during 
their visits are the making of 
Biodegradable Corn Plastic, Ice 
Cream in a Bag, Soy Lip Balm 
and Gluep. 

Jason Hodge from the KDA 
travels with the activity center 
all throughout the state. Step- 
by-step Hodge instructed the 
classrooms in making Gluep; 
a putty like substance made 
from borax laundry detergent, 
Elmer’s Glue, and water. 
After the activity was over, 
students used the iPads to 
answer questions about their 
experiments. 

The trailer that came to 
Hickman County is one of 
the two new high-tech mobile 
centers that the KDA recently 
added to their program. Both 
were purchased by sponsors 
with no use of taxpayers’ 
money.
